made (of the situation), first, an 
Impartial commission be sent to 
the Spain-Portugal border to in- 
vestigate on the spot the true state 
of affairs there; and secondly the 
commission leave there some of its 
members to see that the non-inter- 
vention agreement is fulfilled in 
future." 


Both notes were communicatec

was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment at hard labor and solitary 
confinement 
today 
by Circuit 


Judge Joseph A. Moynihan. 


The sentencing was only formal 


as Dean was subject, under the 
term of his confession to first de- 
gree murder, to a mandatory life 
sentence. 


Because of his status as a star 


state witness in several cases 
pending against other Black Le- 
gion members, Dean was recom- 
mitted to the custody of the police. 
He will be under the direct charges 
of 
Sergts.

Harvill 
and 


Charles Meehan, the two officers 
who solved the Poole murder and 
started the inquiry into the hooded 
cult. 


Dean confessed he fired eight 


shots at Poole on the night of May 
12, when the 32-year-old WPA 
worker stood helpless at the road- 
side before seven members of the 
Black Legion. 
They had falsely 


accused Poole of beating his wife. 
He was shot while attempting to 
deny the charges. 


Eleven other Black Legion mem- 


bers, convicted last week, face life 
imprisonment and are subject to a 
mandatory 
life sentence, 
while 


four others, who were convicted 
of second degree murder, may re- 
ceive any number of years up to 
life. One man was acquitted.

Sweden, had not been sighted af-

ess report of his res-— a. 


It was not known whether his 


plane was damaged in the landing 
at sea. It remained afloat until 
sighted by the trawler. 


Wednesday night, a full moon 


illuminated the sea and the weath- 
er was mild, enabling a lookout on 
the Imbrin to spot the dark out- 
line of the plane on the horizon. 


The vessel swung off its course 


and came up alongside the plane. 
Cold and tired but supremely 
thankful, the stranded aviator was 
brought over the side. 


Reports to the air ministry did 


not say what caused Bjorkvall to 
come down short of hia goal. It 
was believed though, that he ran 
out of fuel aa his plane carried just 
enough gasoline to make Sweden 
under favorable conditions. If he 
encountered head winds, the sup- 
ply may not have been sufficient.

NEWS report from Toledo says that a 


new five-year contract covering all 


General Motors Corporation glass require-

MANNA FROM HEAVEN 


Olson left no lieutenant big enough to 


fill his shoes. Also, his successors were rent 
\>y an undercover split over whether to 
support Roosevelt or the alleged candidate 
of the Farmer-Labor Party, Bill Lemke. 


The Democrats, too, were sapped by in- 


ternal strife. At the Philadelphia conven- 
tion the conservative wing, after 
eight 


years of steady pounding, had finally oust- 
ed Olson's close friend, Joseph Wolf, as 
national committeeman. But their victory 
turned to defeat when Jim Farley put J. 
F. D. Meighen, a Wolf man, in charge of 
the Roosevelt 
campaign 
in Minnesota. 


They were in belligerent mood. 


To the Republicans this was manna 


from heaven. They saw a chance to kill two 
birds with one stone: oust the leftish, pro- 
labor state government they hated, and 
simultaneously help strike down an equal- 
ly hated national regime. So they went at 
it the length and breadth of the state. 


The Roosevelt supporters finally woke 


up to the serious danger, not only to the 
Minnesota election but to the national cam- 
paign, of this splintering of the 
liberal 


vote in a vital state. In a surprise counter- 
maneuver, put over at the last minute al- 
lowed by the election laws, the Democrats 
withdrew their leading candidates and an- 
nounced a coalition in support of the Far- 
mer-Laborites. 


At one stroke this solidified the Farmer- 


Labor front and left the anti-Wolf Demo- 
cratic faction out on a limb, with no choice 
other than to go along with the majority 
or bolt Roosevelt outright. The latter is 
unlikely, and in any event would scarcely 
affect Roosevelt's chances.

We have 
much recent proof that in the Unit- 
ed States anywhere, under the 
most ordinary average circum- 
stances, they will be perfectly safe. 


A few years ago there was a 


concerted effort to scare the wits 
out of them. 
Publications were 


crying out that the mortality in 
childbirth in the United States was 
higher than that of any other civi- 
lized country—67 per 10,000 live 
births, as against 42 for England, 
and 27 for Italy. 
Paul de Kruif 


was howling about Dr. de Lee's 
wonderful results at a Chicago 
hospital, and how bad all the rest 
of the country was: he was like 


new« brought to her attention^ 


Now it was my contention then" 


that while these figures may have 
been accurate, they by no means 
represented the average experience 
of people in average circumstances* 
I know that when I looked up th« 
records in the hospitals of my 
neighborhood, or of the practice of 
my friends, no such bad results 
were found. 
And these were* 


merely average American condi* 
tions. 


But American obstetrics seemed 


determined to give Itself a worse 
name than it deserved, and the 
habit cropped up again this spring 
when the American Medical asso- 
ciation met, accompanied by a woe- 
ful, doleful wail about the impro- 
priety of analgesia or pain preven- 
tion in childbirth. 


I was glad to find that two well- 


known hospitals protested in print, 
and especially showed that al- 
though they had sought no lime- 
light, they had better records than 
the hospital which de Krulf was so 
fond of lauding. I take pleasure 
in reprinting these records: 


"There Is exaggeration in the 


statement that no other busy ma- 
ternity hospital on earth can meet 
the record of Chicago for low mor- 
tality in 1935. At Chicago Lying- 
in in 1935 2,881 births, 15 mater- 
nal deaths, mortality rate 5.2 per 
1,000 
births. Readers may get a 


better idea of the real risk of 
childbirth under the care of a mod- 
ern maternity hospital from the 
following figures: 


"In two years, 1934 and 1935, 


the little boy who hadn't thought 
of enough animals, he hadn't heard 
of some of the better places, as 
will be seen below. The Common- 
wealth Fund Committee reported 
that 65 per cent of the bad results 
in New York City were prevent- 
able and were due to the increase

ment it alone was responsible.' 
About 2,000 of these were delivered 
in their homes by internes or ex-( 
ternes of the hospital.
